Many HtudentH 
i)f several years Htunding at tlie Uni- 
vcrsiiy were heard to remark that it 
waK the beat smoker which they hud 
attended while at McGlll. The presi- 
dent of the Arts' Undergraduates' So- 
ciety, Peter A. Q. Clark, Arts '17, pro- 
stded. and the speakers of the evening 
were Dr. H. U, Ami, Arts '12, for- 
mer director, of tho Geological Survey 
of Canada; Dr. C. E. Moyse, Doun of 
the Faculty of Arts; and I>r. William 
Caldwell. Professor of Moral Phllo- 
Buphy in (he Puculty of Arts. 

An excellent and varied proRramme. 
aided hy a larite attendance from all 
years of the Knciilty, lielpeil to make 
the success (if the smoker assured. 
"The evening ciimnienccd with intm- 
I ductory remarks by the chairman, 
1 folluweil by a selection by the Strath- 
' ceiia Hall Student f)rcliestra of eight 
pieces, which was in fine form. 
Messrs. Campbell and Baoe rendered 
aoloa which were much apprceiated, 
whilo Mr. Buter, of the Wesleyan 
Theologloal College, gave excellent 
Impersonations of the characters of 
Uriah Heap from David Copperfield, 
and of Tigg from Martin Chuzzlewit. 

Dr. Muyae followed in a reminiscent 
fltruin, dealintf with his earty days on 
the teachiuK staff of the University, 
and with his student days in KnK- 
iaiul. Speaking of college aetivlticH, 
he mentioned particularly the Im- 
Iiortance to the student of participa- 
tion in the programme of tho Literary 
and iJebating Sdci'ty, in connection 
with which he touehid upon his first 
experience in debatiiiK when he w'as 
told that he had to speak against tho 
side of 'the debate for which he had 
prepared.

Dr. Caldwell, in lieu rpf an addrcs..; 
or a rendering of his famous "fîael'c 
Chorus." introduced in a few appro- 
priate sentences, I.)r. Ami, one of the 
most distinguished of McQlll's gradu- 
ates, who was well known In all the 
centres of the world, and had ren- 
dered Canada a great service In hia 
faithful administration of the office 
of director of the Qeoldglcai Surve) 
of the Dominion for so many years. 
Dr. Ami happened to he In the city 
and had expressed a desire to meet 
the Arts students of the present day 
With a hope that the ttrnss would 
SOI.

The lecture was In the same room in 
the Arts Building in which Dr. Moysi 
now lectures, and in which his pre- 
decessor. Archdeacon Leach, had lec- 
tured for so many years before. He 
remarked that the students of his 
ihiy nt the University had no oppor 
liinity for such n.Ttherltiirs as the 
smolvcr of last iilnht, e.xcept on the 
occasioa of the annual Arts dlimer 
whifli Dr. Ami cliariictr rl?,eil as ai 
■awful affair." Sir William Dawson 
the principal of the I'nlverslty, wa.v 
much oppose<l to smoking, and mtide 
his liotanical lectures the occasion 
for denunciation of the use of lot 
weeil. It was thus dangerous for a 
student to be seen smoking on the 
street. The Saturday evening assem 
biy, In which city folk mingled with 
the students was the event of the 
week, and did much to bring McrJiii 
in closer touch with tho city, and to 
round riff the sough comers of the 
students.

A largely attoni|e4 and representa- 
tive audlenoe iathered In the I,ecture 
Hall at the Wesleyan College last 
evening, to hear Rev. Principal Qrif- 
fltha-Junes, D.D.. of Bradford, Eng- 
land, who addressed the Htudent l^ar- 
liamcnt on "Boolcs that Iluve Influ- 
enced Me." 

Dr Uiffurd, ol . Wealejuin College, 
took the rhair after the mace had 
been laid on the table, and called upon 
Professor Pouniler to read a portion 
of Scripture and lead the gatherilit? 
in prayer. The chairman compli- 
mented the I'arllament upon the fact 
tllSt, .Àhne the embl«m-«f .divn' power 
was before it, the place of the spiritual 
had been s& well kept In mind, and 
called upon the men to sing a hymn. 
In Introducing the speaker of the 
evening, he pointed out the great op- 
portunity afforded the men, and as- 
sured Dr. Jones of the entire sym- 
pathy of his audience. 

The speaker opened hia remarks by 
saying that his address would be 
largely uulobioKrnpliicul, and he 
would try to trace the spiritual de- 
t'clopment In his life. 

He was born in North Wales, and 
was a snp of the .Manse, and after 
^aying a tribute to his parents, ami 
1.0 the splendid ancestry of his native 
.and, said, that the greatest of the 
pleasures of his early childhood was 
the time he spent in Bible study. 
Above every other book it stood out 
pre-eminently, and in thi^ memories 
jf large portions of It he had laid 
>he foundation of a keen appreciation 
of its literature. 

During a week of sickness he had 
n'iven to him fur his amusement a 
.wopenny copy nf "PiliîHm's Pro- 
,-res8," and it left a profound im- 
.iresslon upon his youns and develop' 
.ng life, for at this time he was only 
.•Ipfht years of age, llriiry Wsril 
Heecher Capture* him at the age of 
.2, by his wonderful style and lucid - 
,ty. Dr. .Jones underwent a remark- 
iblc spiritual experience, and the 
.;reat American preacher's sermon on 
The Unpardonable Sin" was the 
means of restoring his faith, Henry 
\Vard Beecher, he said, stood but still 
as his great ideal, and was In his 
jplnton the greatest all-round preach- 
er of the last century. 

At IS the speaker was Induced by 
his father and. friends to enter a 
iheoieglcal college. Here lie remain - 
id three years, at the end of which 
leriort he felt compelled to retire ow- 
ng to his philosophical uncertainties. 
Then leaching for two years, he en- 
tered I.,ond<in University, after hav- 
ing his faith somPwhat restored, and 
Ills cour.ie in philosophy led him into 
•he fields of Kvolutton then beinc 
widely discussed. After readinK Dar- 
win and Spencer, he became an ad- 
mirer of Hegel, and practically adopt- 
.'d the Hegelian system of philosophy 
as his own. His subsequent thought, 
however, led him away from the great 
Oerman, and he Inu Introduced to 
Lotse's "MIcroacoplsm." He paid a 
Breat tribute to the splendid locldlty 
of this writer, and said that it eman- 
cipated him completely from the He- 
gelian cage. Since then he had never 
adopted any system In Its entirety 
which could not k'vc hls faith free 
scope for development. 

In his study of Kniçlish literature lie 
was Initiated by a volume in his fa- 
ther's library, the author of which he 
never knew. It was a collection of 2 
volumes cohiprlslnfï selections of th< 
greatest literature from language, and 
he ♦•arly learned to admire such men. 
as I>ryden, Pope, Milton,, Ben Jonson 
;ind Shakespeare. When he left home 
for college he ieane Into touch with 
the greatest of all American essayists, 
E:m0>erson, and this novelist had left 
a profound influence upon his life. 
Every year he re-reads his essay on 
Nature with ever Increasing admira- 
tion. He appealed to the men to bO-

"The Invasion of Poland," was the 
title of the lecture delivered by Dr. 
C. W. Colby yesterday afternoon in 

the series on "Kurope at War," which 
are beiiiK t;ivcn in llu' lioyal Vic- 
toria College. I'r. Colby first drew 
the attention of tlie auilieiuc to the 
recent manifesto of the t'.iitial Pow- 
ers declaring I'olaml in be omi- more 
nation, ai-tioti which the lecturer 
referred to as "a competitive bid for 
the KU|)port of tlie Poles," and as 
"very liirmly an attempt by the Ger- 
mans to browbeat Russia through u 
form of threat." German peace pro- 
posals have so far failed, and the 
proclamation Just issue:! may be 
viewed in the light of another move 
in the direction of peace through in- 
dicating to Russia that the alterna- 
tive might mean the creation of a 
Polish kingdom under Oerman suser- 
ainty. 

Many things hav haiipeiu-d to the 
armies of the Tsar since linissilov and 
Ruzsky were in On- full tide of their 
advance upon Crncow in Septemlier. 
191."," said th.' Icriur.T. 'liUt lln'V will 
be buck there aiiain before the war 
is over, and when thiy reach West- 
ern C.aliiia a second tinu- it will he 
an evil dav for both llapaburgs and 
HohenzollernH." After the fall of 
KenilHi;;, the Russian army was In a 
strons position lu Gnllcila. and there 
seemed an excellent chance for the 
Russians to advance and take Cra- 
cow, and then push on Into Silesia, 
where much damage could be done to 
tho Teutons. The clearest means by 
which the Russians could deal a swift 
and sure blow a.i;aiiisi the enemy was 
by occupying Wesurn Ga'.lcla, and 
then by followiii;- the west bank of 
the Oder to Hiesliui.

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It seems pponliar to have to even mention to I'liive r^ity students 
that they should atteud lectures. Men who have entered a Univer- 
sity are presumed to be able to look after themselves and to take full 
advantage of the opportiinitie!» which attendance at a college presents. 
The generally aeeopted itiea of what prompts a man to enter any in- 
stitution of leaniiiiii is that he desires to secure an education, a train- 
ing whii'h will enatile him to take iiis place in the world of nu-n w hen 
he graduates. 'I'lic trouhl.» is tlial this idea is not always t'oUowcd 
out, but is often laid aside in order that a "good time" may bo had, 
and leetures interfere so much with a sleep in the morning, or a show 
in the afternoon. 

Certainly we admit that some lectures are dull and dry ami un- 
interesting, but that isn't an excuse for your staying away from 
them. Yes, we know that some professors make an eutertainiii;.' s\il) 
jeet dull, and others make a dry one interesting, while still others 
make nothing at all of their lectures, but read in a monotonous tone 
notes that are be^ijriiiied with the dust of afres, having been written 
years before. Nevertheless all that does ifot give you the privilege 
to "cut" a lecture or a course of lectures. It is, to use a much 
abused expression, "the principle of the thing" which we object to. 

Uow many men fail every session because they stay away from 
lectures? How many important points are missed by the student 
who tloes not attend class! How many students lay the foundations 
for habits which will follow them into after life and be the cause of 
their non-success in their chosen sphere of activity t Even if one does 
not take a note at a lecture, he learns something by merely paying 
attention, and while he may not remember all that is said, he will 
carry away with him at least some of the more striking points 
brought out by the lecturer. After all is said and done we can pur- 
chase copies of notes taken by some other .student, while if we have 
been at the lecture to hear the explanation of the notes we under- 
stand the principles much better,— attendance is the thing. Tlie 

I average student who goes to every lecture and pays attention can 
"get by" without any, or practically any, outside work, although 
We hasten to assure you that we are not recommending such a course 
of action. The Dean of any Faculty will tell you that the blank 

I spaces after a student's name on the roll will often pass or flunk a 
man when his average is rather shaky.

The narrbweet point ot the St. Law- 
rence River between Montra»! and tbe 
«ea ia tn the vicinity of Cap Rouge, 
some aeven mllea above Quet>ec. 
Schemea for bridging; tbe river at thie 
point were entertained more than CO 
yeara ago, but nothing was really done 
until 18S7, when the Quebec UrUlge 
Co. wa.8 first iiicorporuleU. Talk, 
k-tsislatkin, ni\<i fiiiaticial stringency 
lairl.N .sum u]) the histury of the next 
ihirleen \<t»irs, and the prujeut began 
to asaume practioj^l shape only In 
1900, when the Iiominiun Qovernmenl 
granted a subsidy of )1,004,0(K) to- 
wards the underuking, to wliich 
auma of t«ôO,000 and 1)00,000 were 
added by the Province and City ot 
Quebec respectively. 

Up to this time the traffic in sight 
waa more or leaa of a local etwrac- 
ter, quite inaufflotent to justify the 
necessarily large outlay. Wben, bow* 
ever, the building of tlie National 
Transcontinental Railway was decid- 
ed upon. Il beciime clear that the 
Quebec Bridge would be a necessary 
link ill this gri-ut transportation 
iDUti* from Kast to We.st. Accordingly 
I ill iSliJl) tbi» iJiivcriiiiU'nt undertook to 
i guarunten the bonils of the coinpuiiy 
to the txtciit iif $1), 878. 000, and finan- 
cial Ulfficultli'S were more or less 
completely removed. 

In the meantime the substructure 
had been substantially completed, and 
a contract waa made with the Phoe> 
nix Bridge Co., a well known Ameri- 
can concern, to build the superstruc- 
ture. Mr. Theodore Cooper, of New 
York, who had long before established 
an enviable reputation as one of the 
leading bridge engineers on the con- 
tinent, was retained as consulting en- 
](ilriBer. The cantilever type of struc- 
ture had been decided upon, and the 
length nf the main span fixed at 1,800 
[feet. A Hliortcr Hpan would have 
brouifht the main piers Into relatively 
deep water, involving expensive and 
' dangerous construction. 

ISrection of the main spans was be* 
gun in July. ItOS, Tha appllBnces pro- 
vided and scheme of erection adopted 
' proved very satisfactory, and were 
the subject of much admiring com- 
I ment. All went well until August, 
1 1V07. when the south anchor and can- 
tilever arms had been completed and 
^ thi! Buspeiided span cantllevered out 
I to about two panels from the centre. 
I About August :i7th a slight bend was 
detected In the lower chord of one of 
the anchor arms near the main pier. 
A simple calculation would have 
I shown that disaster waa Impending. 
But tile confidence of the engineers 
on the ground was unsh^fcen. On the 
afternoon of August 29th, the chord tn 
question gave way, and some 17,000 
tuns of steel were crashed into the 
river, carrying 84 men to their death. 

A Royal Commission was at 
once appointed to investigate 
the causes of the disaster. Af- 
ter several months of searching 
Inquiry, they Issued a report which 
still repays the most careful study. It 
is not only a moat Interesting docu- 
ment, but a model uf what such a 
report should he. The main cause 
ot the accident was found In the 
chord member above mentioned. It 
was poorly proportioned, and in ad- 
dition, the lattice bars connecting the 
compound ribs were far too light. In 
addition, an error had been made in 
estimating the weight of the gtruc* 
ture, an error amounting to six or 
seven thousand tons, which alone 
would have been sufficient to con- 
demn the structure had it been safe- 
ly erected. The contractor's design- 
ing engineers had not regarded their 
work seriously enough, and the con- 
sulting pnKlnccr who hud undertaken 
the work f'lr an absurdly small fee oi 
three or four thousand a year, had 
no adeiiii.ite staff to cveiciso jiroper 
supervl.Hioii. 

The loss fell almost entirely upon 
the Dominion Government. Without 
hesitation, however, it was decided to 
go on with the enterprise, A Board 
of Engineers, consisting of H. B. 
Vantelet, Montreal; Ralph Modjeskl, 
Chicago, and Maurice Fitsmaurlce, of 
London, were .-ippolnted to carry out 
the work. Before very long Mr. Fits- 
maurlce reslKiied, and was replaced 
by Charles Macdonald, wlio gave way 
in turn to C. ('. .Schneider. Upon 
Mr. .Schnleder'.s death about a year 
nKo. .Mr. H. r. Borden, a well known 
McGili sraduate, was appointed to 
succeed him. In 1911. Mr. Vantelet, 
failinc to «Kree with his c<illeaKurs in 
the final selection of a plan, resigned. 



a.iiij was succeeded by the present 
Chairman and Chief EnRinecr uf the 
Board. Lt.-Col. Munsarrat. furmerly 
bridge engineer of the C. 1'. K. 

The Board gathered around them a 
very able staff, and availed them- 
selves from time to time of the heat' 
technical advice to be bad. Many elab- 
orate series of tests and studies were 
carried out which, quite apart from 
their value in connection with the 
Bridge, have greatly enlarged our 
knowledge of structural design. It 
Wiis decided to rebuild at the uld site, 
and to retain the old main span of 1,- 
800 feet. The old piers were not con- 
sidered satisfactory, however, and 
new and much larjrer ones were sunk 
by the pneumatic process, from 60 tu 
100 feet below low water, where they 
rest either on rock or an equally se- 
cure foundation. 

The sise of these piers can hardlS' 
be appreciated by tbe casual observer 
of the finished work. Under the south 
main pier, for instance, there is bur- 
ied out of sight, a structure 180 feet 
by 55 feet In plan, and the height of 
a good sized office building. 

Clearing the site wa.-; no .small task. 
From the south anchor pier to low 
water a wildly timKled heap of hnne 
members was piled iiii in inextric- 
able confusion. Oxo-aceiyleiie torches 
and dynamite were used in breaking 
up the steel. About eight or ten 
thousand tons, however, remain in the 
bed of the river, too deeply submerg- 
ed to be recovered by any known me- 
thod of salvage. 

Meanwhile, after nearly three years 
of work, the Board had completed 
plans for the superstructure, and bids 
were called for. Bidders were also 
allowed to tender upon their own 
plans. After much discussion a plan 
submitted by the St. Lawrence lirldve 
Co. of Montreal, was aciepted. ami 
the contract awarded to that com- 
pany in April. 1911. The plan adopt- 
ed retiulred about sixty-five thousand 
tons uf steel, much of it nickel-steel, 
as against thirty-seven thousand tons 
of carbon steel in the old bridge. The 
main members have fn a general way 
about twice ,the sectional area of the 
old structurei. The main post, tor ex 
ample, has à section of 1,002 square 
inches, measures approximately nine 
by ten feet outside dimensions, and is 
SIO feet high. Several of the chord 
members are nearly ass large. While 
the main shoes, whieli deliver to the 
pier a weight equal to that of one 
hundred and fifty standard locomo- 
tives, are as large as a fair sized cot- 
tage. 

To fabricate these liuge members, 
special shops were erected at La- 
chine, at a cost of over tl.'OOO.OOO, un- 
doubtedly the best equipped in the 
world for heavy structural work. It 
is safe to say that no great struc 
ture was ever before fabricated with 
such care. The work was literally as 
accurate as that on a good watch. 

Erection of the main spans began 
in 1914, and so completely had all the 
problems been worked out In advance, 
so accurate had been the shopwork, 
that no serious difficultiea were en- 
countered, and the time schedule 
adopted was not only lived up to, but 
surpassed. The anchor and canti- 
lever arms were completed in August, 
1916, and only the suspended span' re- 
mained to be put in place. 

In the erection ot the old bridge it 
had been planned to cantilever out 
the two halves of the suspended span 
from the cantilever arms, until a 
closure was made at the centre. Much 
difficulty was anticipated in making 
the necessary adjustments, and Mr. 
Cooper himself considered the devices 
designed for this purpose Inadequate. 
It was therefore .decided in the case 
of the new brldse, to erect the sus- 
pended spun at a convenient site, float 
It |f> the Isle, and raise It Into posi- 
tion. l.M> feet above liiuli water, liy 
m'aiiH of hydraulic jacks, actins 
throimrli supporilng girders, and 
"chains" or hangers. This method 
was not only cheaper and safer, but 
promised to save a year In time of 
completion, as the suspended span 
could be erected at -the same time as 
the cantilever arms were being com- 
pleted. The weight to be raised was 
about 5,000 tons. For the purpose of 
lifting n cross fjirder was placed un- 
der each corner of the span. Refween 
the girder and the bottom of the span 
a series of three steel castinRs was 
placed, the upper and lower belnw 
separated from the middle one by 
pins properly seated and placed at 
right angles to each otiier, so ns to 
form a sort of universal Joint, which 
would allow the deflection of tbe 
span and any small Inequality during 
the lifting process to be properly tak- 



en care of. To each en^l ot the cross 
Kirder was altaiheil :i luinmr cnn- 
siïliriK (if fiiur plaie.s 30 inches by une 
and one-eighth. and provided wlih 
holes one foot in diameter to engage 
supporting pins. At about the level 
of the bridge floor these hangers were 
attached to another girder, supported 
by two-1,000 ton Jacks, wbtdi in turn 
rested upon another gfrder suspend- 
ed from the end of the cantilever 
arms. These Jacks were arranged to 
lift two feet at each stroke, the sup- 
porting pina encaging fresh boles in 
the hangers at each lift. 

The operation of placing the sus- 
pended span was scheduled for Sep- 
tember llth. Six steel barges were 
previoualy placed under It as it rest- 
ed on the supports on which it had 
been built. These barges were flood- 
ed through valves left open at high 
tide, hut drained at low tide. Short- 
ly after midnight on Sept. llth, the 
tide being low. the valves were closed, 
and as the tide rose the span floated. 
At daylight on a perfect morning, the 
moorings were cast off and, controlled 
by powerful tugs, the strange craft 
floated upstream with the tide, much 
as Wolfe and his comrades had done 
more than a century and a tialf be- 
fore. The bridge site was reached at 
seven o'clock, the schedule time, to 
the minute. The span was moored, 
and connections made to the hangers, 
with equal punctuality. As the tide 
fell the weight was gradually trans- 
ferred fiom the barges to the canti- 
levers, until at last, one by one. the 
bargo.s swung clear, and a treinendouii 
chorus of syrens and fog horns from 
watching craft greeted the Quebec 
Bridge as a fait almost, accompli. 

Almost! A lift or two was taken 
with the Jacks to see that they were 
working properly. They were. The 
happy but tried engineers and 
bridgemen. who had been at work 
since midnight, then went to break- 
fast, and felicitations were passed be- 
tween the officials and their guests 
who were snugly placed at the ex- 
treme end ot the north cantilever. Af- 
ter breakfast work was duly resum- 
ed. Additional lifts were being taken 
with monotonous regularity, and In- 
terest in the process was waning; 
when a sudden Jar was felt by those 
on the cantilever, followed by the 
crash ot rending steel and timber. A 
glance up showed the jacking girders 
and upper lengths of the hangers 
swaying about in a violent and un- 
seemly way. Nor did a single glance 
convince one that they were the only 
parts of the structure doing so. 
Meanwhile the end of . the cantilever 
was swaylnv up and down, gently but 
persistently with an amplitude, per- 
haps, of IS or 18 Inches. The sensa- 
tion, however, waa such as to give 
rise to some apprehension as to whe- 
ther one's units were right, and whe- 
ther it might not be 16 or 18 feet. All 
présent entertained for the moment 
the gravest apprehension. But In 20 
Ki- 30 seconds (which seemed longer), 
It was seen that the main structure 
was intact, although the suspended 
fcpan had in the meantime disappear- 
ed entirely, and some timber wreck - 
ago and a few men struggling in the 
current were the only traces of its 
exl.itence to be seen. 

U was at once noticed that none of 
the hangers or supporting girders had 
failed. Close examination a few hours 
later, brought out the atrongest evi- 
dence that the accident was due to 
the failure ot one ot the "universal 
Joint" castings previously mentioned. 
The design of the .casting lias been 
criticised, and indeed, it is not im- 
possible, that that Ill-appreciated in- 
dividual the recent graduate, whose 
acquaintance with elastic deflections 
and the like, was not sufficiently in- 
timate to Ju»tlf.v his presuming upon 
It. mlRht, b.v following (:liis.s and tixt 
bonk methodf". have proiluced a nuiic 
conservative design. The writer does 
not doubt, however, that the casting 
In question had somo latent defect, 
which made its performance inferior 
11 that of Its counterparts under the 
o'her corners of the span. 

Further evidence showed conclu- 
sively that at least one of the hang- 
ers had carried without failure a load 
sixty to one hundred per cent, greni- 
er then that for which it was design- 
ed. As the load on the main struc- 
ture was correspondingly great, It may 
be concluded that , t|l6' bridge as n 
whole, has ^aed'a very severe, if 
unpremeditated tisst, which affords 
the beat evidence of excellence ot de- 
sign and workmanship, and Justifies 
the eompleteet confidence in its final 
■uoeess.

Oraduate of Id. 10 Bas Taken 
to Himself a Wife. 



Dr. Frank D. Adams, Dean of the 
Faculty of Applied Science, has re- 
ceived particulars from relatives in 
Kntrland i>f Lieut. iJouglus ïslanley 
Haker, Sci. 13. of the manner of his 
death in attki;i on July :.'3 last, while 
with Ihe Koyal Kimim-ris un tli« 
Somme front. Lieut. H.-ikcr w;is tln' 
son of Mr. and Jlrs. (leoryf 1". i'.akir. 
Ivydtne, Itexley, Kngland, and was a 
fine type of K. K. officer. He was 
hit by a stray rifle bullet in the ear- 
ly morning of July 23, while engui;ed 
in superintending - the work of some 
infantry who were digging a new 
trench in "No Man's Land," and he 
died the same night in the Casual ti' 
Clearing Station at Pucbvillers, about 
13 miles north of Amiens, 

Lieutenant n. S. Baker received his 
commission in the lioyal Engineers in 
October, 1914, and had been at tli>- 
Front for 13 months. enKaaed in work 
of the mo.st arduous and liuzMidmis 
nature. One of his senini- .iffioi r.s 
writes: "The work ihat .vuui' son did 
out here has lu'i'n of the greatest 
value and most hitjhly appreciated, in 
fact our late Colonel has recommend- 
ed bim tor a Military Cross. He was 
a very fine type of R. E. officer, and 
a very keen soldier, being absolutely 
without fear. He was always cheerful 
and was loved by his men." 

Of Lieut. Baker, the "Bexley and 
District Times" says: 

"Thus at the early age of 2fi years 
has been honourably ended an all too 
brief career, full of promise and rU-li 
In results already achieved. Ih-iiro- 
ceeded from Mr. Arthur Kllby's school 
at Blackheath to Rugby School, where 
he gained much distinction both in 
work and games during lliat jieri'id of 
five years when the public school boy 
is deftly and delicately moulded into 
the man who will take his destined 
place in our noble Ehnpire's work and 
help to fill another page of her glori- 
ous history. 

"He then took the engineering 
course at the City and Quild College, 
I^enslngton, and proceeded to McQllI 
College, Montreal, where he gradu- 
ated with the Degree of Bachelor of 
Science For eight years he was in 
tlie O. T. C, ;nid was .'^crgeanl in tlie 
engineer section nf I'niversity (."ol- ' 
lege, London. I"or a slioil time lie [ 
was employed tm the Canadian Pad- | 
fic Railway, after making a prolonged 
tour through the Canadian Rockies to 
Vancouver, and then to Honolulu and 
Japan, where he climbed the sacred 
mountain— Fuji Yama — 18,000 feet 
high. His simple but interesting ac- 
count of this ascent was published in 
the Alpine Club Journal. 

"On his return to England he took 
an important post at Messrs. Vickera, 
Ltd., Crayford, until the war broke 
out, whereupon he obeyed his coun- 
try's call and has died nobly in her 
cause. 

"His loss will be deeply felt by bi.s 
many friends in Bexley and the 
neighbourhood, where he was well- 
known In the fields of cricket, football 
and golf. Me played half-back at 
football for Hexley in the seasuns 
lSll-1914, aclln.'i as vice-captain In the 
latter year; he al.so played a promin- 
ent part in the Bexley C^rlcket Club 
from 1912 to 1914, the last year of 
which he was captain. He was an 
exceptionally good wicket-keeper, as 
well as a reliable bat, 

"He always lived up to the motto 
of Rugby School — "Orando Laboran- 
do"; and his death was the consum- 
mation of what he was taught there— 
"Dulee et decorum ést pro patria 
morl,'"
